Dairy Show has passed into 

history as one of the very best 
in the series from the stardpoint of : 
the show itself, and perhaps the lightest of all in the mat- 
ter of attendance. This condition, however, was rather to 
be expected in view of the terrible epidemic now raging 
throughout the length and breadth of our land. It was not 
to be expected that people would leave their homes and 
expose themselves in the crowded trains and at the show 
itself, hundreds of miles from home, unless there was some 
very good reason for their so doing. Under the circum- 
stances, therefore, any outside attendance at all should 
be a matter of congratulation for the Dairy Show manage- 
ment, as the strongest possible testimony of the pulling 
power of the Dairy Show. 

The list of exhibitors included practically all of the 
dairy implement and accessory manufacturers that have 
been on hand previous years and their displays were quite 
up to their usual standard. The practical side of dairying 
was given rather more than its usual attention, the exhibit 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture being the best we 
have ever seen. These included two demonstration herds 
forcefully illustrating the benefits of the Bull Association 
and the Cow Testing Association. In the latter demonstra- 
tion ten Jersey cows were used, the Cow Testing Associa- 
tion records of each being explained on cards with a sec- 
ond card containing the number of each cow covering the 
figures. Visitors were then invited to select the five best 
cows from the ten, judging from conformation, after which 
the individual records were displayed. It is interesting to 
note that practically everyone, including not only college 
professors but practical dairymen as well selected two 
cows out of their five choices that were the two poorest 
animals, as indicated by their records. 

The Bull Association demonstration consisted of an 
exhibit from Daisy Hill Farms, Chagrin Falls, Ohio. This 
consisted of the bull King of the Pontiacs Son and eleven 
of his daughters, including seven two-year-olds running 
in semi-official test, and four calves. The heifers were all 
making from sixty to seventy-two pounds of butter per 
month and milking above 1600 lb. per month. They were 
of very uniform type and furnished a wonderful demon- 
Stration of the value of the right kind of a sire. In con- 
trast to this display was a specimen of a scrub bull cap- 
tured on an Ohio Farm. Well arranged charts showed the 
difference in actual profit from using a good sire and 
&@ poor one. 

Perhaps the most interesting display of all was a 
demonstration on the cost of producing milk. This con- 
sisted of a grade Holstein cow with a chart showing her 
Production and every item of feed and labor charged 
ang her. The feed items were shown in a novel manner 
A display of the actual products consumed by this cow.

of salt and 720 Ib. of bedding and 
was charged with 165.6 hours of man 
labor and $2698 horse labor. In 
the same building with these gov- 
ernment displays was a lunch room conducted by the 
government in which all food served contained dairy pro- 
ducts in some form. This lunch, selling for thirty-five cents, 
was a very popular one with the visitors. 

The Dairy Breed Associations were on hand as usual 
with booths for the dissemination of information about 
their respective breeds. The Jersey people varied their 
usual program by having their booth located in the building 
just inside of the street car entrance, while the others 
were located as usual in the coliseum. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association booth was in charge of Professor W. M. 
Rider, the newly appointed extension man for the Associa- 
tion. This booth was very attractively arranged with a 
sound line of argument in favor of dairy products in gen- 
eral and the Holstein article in particular. One particular- 
ly attractive feature was-the likeness of a Holstein cow 
with ribbons leading from her mouth to placards indicating 
the cost of each element of food entering into the produc- 
tion of a quart of milk. Other ribbons leading from her 
teats directed the attention to the quantities of other forms 
of food required to equal in food value a quart of milk 
together with the cost of each at present market prices. 
Altogether it was a real war-time show. 


The Holsteins. 

When it is possible to count on the fingers of the hand 
the Holstein men that regularly follow the show circuits 
under normal conditions and then to have their number 
of available ring masters reduced to one third, in con- 
junction with the labor situation and other handicaps 
with which they are forced to contend-at the present time 
it would be an unjust criticism to say Holstein breeders 
should bow their heads in shame at the unusually small 
showing at the last National. The Jersey breed is to be 
commended upon its splendid showing of better than 200 
animals or more than twice the number of any other breed. 
The Holsteins came next with 99 entries but lacking one 
herd which is in this total so that the final exhibit was 
very close to 70 head or less than one-third the usual 
number. The Guernseys had 71, the Ayrshires 76 
and the Brown Swiss 55.

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Jewel and Beauty Beets Carry On

NEW chapter in the history of Holstein development 
A has just been completed. The scene is laid in Minne- 

sota and the two principal characters are shown on 
the opposite page. The Holstein public has been tuned to a 
high pitch of expectation by the advance reports of the 
work of Jewel Pontiac Segis and Beauty Beets Walker Se- 
gis, two of the famous daughters of King Segis Pontiac 
Count, bred and owned at Arden Farms, St. Paul, Minn. 
Both heifers broke world’s records in the short-time divi- 
sion and have been maintaining a world’s record breaking 
clip throughout the year. Their final figures on the year’s 
work, here announced for the first time, fulfill all expecta- 
tions and then some, for both heifers take the world’s cham- 
pionship in their respective classes for both milk and but- 
ter production by comfortable margin. Both heifers suc- 
ceeding in breaking the butter records that have been of 
longest standing and a new record in the senior three- 
year-old class rounds out for the Holstein breed a 100 per 
cent showing, with the highest producer over all breeds for 
each of the seven classes. Before Jewel Pontiac Segis fin- 
ished her year a Jersey senior three-year-old stood first, 
a Guernsey second and our own champion third, this be- 
ing the only class in which a Holstein representative was 
not the leader over all breeds. To avoid confusion in con- 
sidering the work of these two heifers we will outline sep- 
arately their achievements. 


Jewel Pontiac Segis 


Jewel Pontiac Segis, while still a heifer and with only 
two lactation periods to her credit, holds more world’s rec- 
ords for milk and butter production in the regular prize 
divisions than any other cow of the breed regardless of her 
age and the number of lactation periods she has been in

days. She was continued under strictly official test for 90 
days and carried the rest of the year semi-officially. In 
the eight months after calving division, making her rec- 
ord eleven months after calving however, she established a 
new world’s record of 22.76 lbs. butter, 465.4 lbs. milk, both 
of which still stand as world’s record performances. She 
finished the year with 1004.25 lbs. butter, 21891.8 lbs. milk, 
which gave her second place for butter production at the 
time with a milk record close to the top. Thus, she still 
holds two world’s records in the regular prize divisions, 
and in addition holds the world’s record for both milk and 
butter for junior two-year-olds for 60 and 90 days. 

After a rest of several months, Jewel Pontiac Segis 
freshened the second time at the age of three years, ten 
months, and immediately started out upon another series 
of world’s records. With 768.8 lbs. milk in seven days, 
3154.9 lbs. in thirty days, she established records that still 
stand at the top in the senior three-year-old class, while 
her butter records of 35.27 lbs. in seven days, 142.09 Ibs. in 
thirty days are also close to the top, the thirty-day record 
standing in second position. This time she was continued 
officially for 120 days, her figures for this period being 
511.66 lbs. butter, 11405.1 lbs. milk. Her milk and butter 
records both stand for world’s records for 60, 90 and 120 
days. These, however, we are not figuring in our calcu- 
lations as they are not divisions officially recognized by the 
Association in the matter of prize money. In the eight 
months after calving division she made a record of 20.10 
lbs. butter, 453.7 Ibs. milk, which while not a world’s cham- 
pionship performance ranks her fourth for butter and 
fifth for milk in her class. No other heifer of the breed has 
ever made two records in the eight months after calving 
division above 20 lbs., while still under five years of age. 
In 305 days she produced 1050.27 lbs. butter, 24034.6 Ib. 
milk, displacing in this division Duchess Hengerveld Korn- 
dyke, whose figures for butter were 956.63 lbs. and in the 
milk section, Ormsby Segis Marie with 23619.1 lbs. Her 
final figures for the year, 1171.15 lbs. butter, 27,068.5 Ibs.

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The National Dairy Show 


N the news columns of the World this week appears a 
I report of the National Dairy Show with complete treat- 

ment of the Holstein exhibit. From this account it will 
be seen that the exhibit of Jerseys was the only one num- 
bering anywhere near the normal size. In spite of this 
fact and further that the outstanding Jersey Show had 
been well advertised in advance, the biggest crowd of the 
entire show was present on Holstein Day, and more inter- 
est appeared to be taken in the Holstein judging than in 
the placing of the awards on any other breeds. The tops in 
practically every one of the Holstein classes would com- 
pare favorably with anything that has ever been exhibited 
at the Dairy Show in the past, but it is a new and rather 
humiliating experience to find Holstein classes at this 
show in which but a single entry appears, which was the 
case in more than one class at Columbus. The publicity 
value of an exhibit before such a large and critical audience 
is apparently appreciated by the Jersey people and very 
largely overlooked by our Holstein breeders. True, labor 
conditions and the cost of sending an exhibition herd out on 
the road this year are factors hard to get away from, but 
the breeders who made the trip we believe were very well 
rewarded for their efforts. The insuring of a representative 
Holstein show at the National might well be made a profit- 
able field for extension work on the part of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 

Theoretically Columbus is ideally located for National 
Dairy Show purposes. It stands at the gateway of the 
South and is not inaccessible from either East or West. 
The attendance, however, both years has been very disap- 
pointing, although there was an alibi both times. Last 
year the weather was most disagreeable during the entire 
ten days; this year the influenza epidemic kept thousands 
at home. However under the most favorable conditions we 
doubt if Columbus would make good. The city itself on 
both occasions apparently failed to appreciate the import- 
ance of the industry it was entertaining and the interest 
of town centered in the evening horse show rather than in 
the dairy show program itself. Under present-day condi- 
tions we believe one of the most important missions of the 
Dairy Show is to educate the consuming public regarding 
the value of dairy products and the economy of their 
wider and more liberal use in the human dietary. To fulfill 
this mission completely the show should be located near 
larger centers of population so that the greatest possible 
number of potential milk users could be reached directly. 
The world food situation and present-day marketing con- 
ditions make this subject of education for the consumer 
at least equally important with education for the producer. 
We hope, therefore, that in deciding a place for the next 
National Dairy Show the Directors will consider not only 
the question of reaching the greatest possible number of 
dairymen but also, in conjunction with it, how to get in 
touch with the greatest possible number of people that

The Importance of Water in the Stable 


HE importance of water in the stable cannot be over- 
i estimated. In fact the water supply is a matter of 
just as much importance as the supply of feed. Milk 
analyzes about 87 per cent water and the balance solids, 
consequently a serious curtailment of water supply has its 
immediate effect in the amount of milk that can be pro- 
duced. Experience has shown that where water is con- 
stantly before the hard working dairy cow she drinks a 
good many times during the twenty-four hours small 
quantities at a time. Apparently nature tells her that this 
is the best way for her to take it for ideal results in digest- 
ing her food and producing milk. Contrast this condition 
with the lot of a cow that is forced to take a twenty-four 
hour supply of water into her system in a single drink, 
fighting her way up to a common trough with the rest of 
the herd. Oftentimes the timid animals in a large herd get 
less than is really coming to them, while no cow, it has 
been demonstrated, will take as much in this way as 
though a clean, pure supply were constantly before her. 
Also think of the energy required to warm up such great 
quantities of ice water during the winter months, when 
taken into the system all at once. It takes heat to warm 
ice water. Heat is simply a form of energy and the energy 
must come from the food consumed. Thus, as a part of 
the supply of energy is converted in heating the water 
supply, a smaller proportion can be devoted to milk pro- 
duction. The outdoor trough in winter time therefore means 
less milk even from increased feed. Another serious dis- 
advantage from the outdoor drinking tank in addition to 
the decreased efficiency of the herd and the increased 
labor of caring for the cows, is the danger of spreading 
infection throughout the entire herd. Few herds of any size 
are absolutely free from disease. If every animal has her 
individual drinking bucket the chances of spreading disease 
throughout the whole herd are greatly’ minimized. Most 
Holstein breeders already have an indoor water supply for 
the cows. The showing, however, is not yet one hund 
per cent and until that point is reached there will still be 
room for improvement.

ROF. WILLIAM M. RIDER has recently accepted the 
P appointment of Director of Extension Service of The 

Holstein-Friesian Association of America, and will be 
located at the Secretary’s office at Brattleboro, Vermont. 
Prof. Rider, at the time of his appointment, was Prof. of 
Animal Husbandry and Dairying at Syracuse, University, 
syracuse, N. Y., and has served in that capacity since 1915.

Prof. Rider took up his work at Syracuse in the fall of 1913, 
and taught during the college year of 1913-14; also superin- 
tending the University Farm. He was retained at Syracuse 
for the College year 1914-15, and during that period raised 
to full Professorship, and occupied the summer of 1915 in 
work on a master’s degree in dairying at the University 
of Wisconsin at Madison. He returned to Syracuse Univer- 
sity, taking up his duties for the College year of 1915-16, 
and was acting as the head of the Animal Husbandry and 
Dairy Departments and as manager of the University Farm 
at the time of receiving his present appointment. 

Prof. Rider’s qualifications and training for the work 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America, as Di- 
rector of the Extension Service eminently fit him for the 
duties involved. Beginning in 1908, he passed through an 
experience in practical dairying on the Crab Tree Dairy 
Farm of Mrs. Scott Durand, Lake Forrest, Ill., producing 
certified milk for the Chicago market. Beginning January 
1909, he was occupied at the Michigan Institution for the 
Insane at Pontiac, taking care of the famous herd of 
Holstein-Friesians developed at that institution. The fol- 
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in Extension Work 


lowing year, he accepted the position of Professor of Ani- 
mal Husbandry and Dairying at Winona College of Agricul- 
ture, Winona Lake, Indiana, which institution was at the 
time giving a two-year all-agricultural course. During the 
summer of 1910, he traveled in the South and Middle West, 
making a study of, and visiting the state colleges in Indi- 
ana, Mississippi, Illinois, Missouri, Wisconsin and Iowa, and 
attended the graduate School of Agriculture at Ames, Iowa, 
during the entire session of that year. 

Prof. Rider during the school year of 1910-11, continued 
teaching at the Winona College of Agriculture, and also act- 
ed in the capacity of Vice-President of the College, and in 
the summer of 1911 also acted as manager of the Winona 
Dairy, supplying the town with milk. The dairy business 
was under the direction of the dairy department of the 
College. In 1911-12, he continued teaching at Winona and 
in the summer of 1912 attended the Graduate School of 
Agriculture held at the Michigan Agricultural College. The 
school year of 1912-13 was spent at Winona Lake. During 
the school years of 1911-12-13, he was the editor of the 
Winona Farmer, a monthly publication issued by the 
school in the interests of agriculture. 

In the spring of 1913, he resigned his position at Win- 
ona Lake to accept the position of Assistant Professor of 
Animal Husbandry and Dairying in the College of Agricul- 
ture of Syracuse University. The summer of 1913 he spent 
abroad, touring Europe for the purpose of studying the 
animal husbandry and dairy interests in Scotland, England, 
Belgium, Holland, Germany, France, Switzerland and Italy, 
a trip which proved of great educational advantage in 
many ways. 

In selecting a man to head the extension work for The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, and also in 
determining upon a program of work it was necessary not 
only to consider carefully what had been done, but also 
to determine upon a definite policy and proceed to carry 
it out consistently with a view to expansion. The prob- 
lem was a difficult one to select a man well qualified in 
the activities involved, and the Association is fortunate in 
having been able to secure the services of Prof. Rider. 
It is apparent from the foregoing that Prof. Rider is thor- 
oughly posted, well qualified and competent in the field 
covered by the Association. There is no doubt but that 
his appointment will meet with enthusiasm and hearty co- 
operation by the members of the Association, and that he 
will successfully carry on its extension work to a point 
of development which will result in materially increasing 
the sphere of influence and importance which the Associa- 
tion has had in mind. 

Prof. Rider has had a very active experience in im- 
pressing upon the public the food value of milk and dairy 
products. He recently cooperated with the Federal Govern- 
ment in a successful milk campaign at Syracuse, including 
the exhibit of the Syracuse University at the State Fair of 
1917. He has been in charge of the educational dairy exhi- 
bits at the New York Dairymen’s Convention for the past 
three years. At the National Milk Show recently held at 
New York City, Prof. Rider designed and was in charge 
of the Holstein exhibit. His work here met with so much 
success that he was called, at the instance of the DuPonts, 
to prepare and conduct an exhibit of the Delaware State 
Holstein Club at the State Fair in Wilmington. 

Prof. Rider’s numerous contributions to the dairy. press 
in the leading agricultural papers have made him well 
known as a writer. 

Prof. Rider is also a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Onondaga County Farm Bureau, also its Secretary, 
as well as master of the Syracuse Grange, which office he 
has held for three successive years.

RT GREEN, Holstein “Ace,” the Ty Cobb of the Hol- 
A stein game, has scored another home run in the pur- 
chase of the 47-lb. bull, Rag Apple Mata, the highest 
record bull ever sold at public auction. Two years ago last 
June, at Detroit, he first came into the Holstein lime-light 
through the purchase of the young bull, King Champion 
Rag Apple, for the then world’s record price of $20,000. This 
youngster, who was a son of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th and 
Lady Pontiac Johanna, (41.81 lb.), world’s champion 3-yr.- 
old heifer at the time, brought to his new owner not only 
fame and reputation of immeasurable value, but, as later 
events have proved, an actual dollars-and-cents return that 
would make most of the famed ‘“war-brides” turn green 
with envy. Since that June day nearly two and a half years 
ago Art Green has held his position pretty consistently in 
the center of the stage, or thereabouts. With the aid‘ of 
King Champion Rag Apple he staged his first public sale 
last June, achieving an average of over $800 per head, the 
second highest showing ever made rightontheowner’s farm. 
In this sale, and also in the Milwaukee sale earlier in the 
same month, the public gave convincing testimony of its 
regard for King Champion Rag Apple. Three young daugh- 
ters in the Milwaukee sale brought a total of $5100, or 
over a quarter of the purchase price of their sire. In the 
sale at Walnut Crest Farms young bulls from low record 
dams sold for prices up to over $2000, just on the quality 
and reputation of the sire, and the individuality of the 
calves themselves, while cows bred to him brought several 
hundred dollars more on that account.

ed. If there is a price on the = 
duct to be fixed let the buyer fix it: if 
there is speculation to be done 1 
the speculator do it; if the pork * 
cattle market is to be changed, let the 
packer change it. What does the 
farmer know about such things 2% 
knowing, what can he do about them? 
The production job is a one-man job. 
Price fixing is the other fellow’s job, 
The farmer has to take what the Lord 
sends in the way of weather: why 
should he not take what the lords of 
commerce send with equal grace? The 
farmer’s answer is: “No man can 
serve two masters. We prefer to loye 
the one and hate the other.” 

Whereas, mere production, the out: 
put of quantities of grain, or cattle, or 
hogs, or farm products, was once the 
farmer’s whole job; this job has now 
extended by changed conditions to 
five. Mere production robs the soil 
the farmer and his bank account. Econ- 
omic production is the first of the fiye 
jobs the farmer must attend to. It in- 
volves soil fertility, rotation of crops, 
plant disease and seed selection, pow- 
er, labor, choice of machinery, adjust- 
ment to seasonal changes. 

The farmer’s second job is financing 
farm operations. A merchant with a 
$25,000 stock of goods expects $2,500 
income out of it plus operating ex 
penses, interest, rent and _ insurance, 
and he fixes his prices to get it. A 
farmer with a $25,000 investmeiit ex- 
pects a living which he makes fit his 
income in degree of comfort according 
to the success or failure of his farm 
operations. Interest, taxes, rent, de- 
preciation, insurance are just the 
same as with the merchant. plus crop 
risk and market fluctuation. The mer- 
chant may turn his money several 
times a year; the farmer turns his 
money but once. The merchant may 
recover a bad deal by making another 
deal at once; the farmer has no come 
back until another season rolls around. 

A third job for the farmer is the 
task of improving his farm, his live 
stock, his crops under stress of regu: 
lar production. From out all his crops

milk, the consummation of her second consecutive year in 
test, places her on top for both milk and butter, displacing 
the same two heifers as in the 305-day division, Duchess 
Hengerveld Korndyke with 1129.23 lbs. and Ormsby Segis 
Marie with 27025.7 Ibs. 

It will thus be seen that Jewel Pontiac Segis still holds 
two world’s records as a 2-year-old, one each for milk and 
butter, in the 8-mos.-after-calving division and as a 3-yr.-old, 
she is world’s champion for milk production in the seven 
and thirty-day division and for both milk and butter in 
the 305-day and yearly division, making a total of eight 
world’s records in the regular prize divisions to her credit 
at the present time with at least one world’s championship 
in each of the five divisions. It is worthy of note further, 
that she is the only cow to complete two year records be- 
fore reaching the age of five years above 1000 lbs. or two 
records averaging 1087.70 lbs. butter or 24,480.1 lbs. milk. 
Her average test for the two years was 3.57 per cent fat. 
Jewel Pontiac Segis stands alone among the high record 
two-year-olds in year test that have come back the follow- 
ing year with another sensational year record as a three- 
year-old. In fact, we know of no other heifer of the breed 
which in her first two lactation periods has made more 
than a beginning on the achievements of Jewel Pontiac 
Segis. She has excelled all other heifers of the breed for 
milk production and for butter production and for long- 
time tests as well as short-time. She is now at the con- 
clusion of her second year in test four months along with 
calf, having been bred June 5th to Sir Ormsby Hengerveld 
Korndyke, the young son of Pietertje Maid Ormsby in 
service at Arden Farms. Her picture, which was taken 
about a month and a half before the close of her year 
shows her exactly as she looks. A heifer of very evident 
capacity, she gives an impression of wonderful vitality and 
nervous energy. It can be judged from the photograph 
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whether or not her constitution has been impaired by her 
two record breaking years in official and semi-official test. 

We predict a real celebration at Arden Farms when 
Jewel Pontiac Segis gets started on her third lactation. 
She will not be five years old until March 10 and may 
possibly freshen as a senior four-year-old, in any case, 
look out. 


Beauty Beets Walker Segis 


In several respects, Beauty Beets Walker Segis has 
proven a more sensational two-year-old producer than did 
Jewel Pontiac Segis, although in favor of Jewel is the fact 
that she was but 2 years, 2 months of age, while Beauty 
Beets Walker Segis dropped her first calf at the age of 2 
years, 8 months. By comparing the following table of her 
records with the similar table for Jewel Pontiac Segis it 
will be noted that Beauty Beets Walker Segis has a mar- 
gin of .46 lbs. of butter and 6.3 lb. milk in 7 days, and 
practically 65 lb. milk and 4.22 lb. butter in 30 days. 
For 60-day butter production she had exactly one- 
half pound less than Jewel, although her milk produc- 
tion, which is a world’s record, raises the record of Jewel 
by 118.6 Ibs. As the heifers come in different classes, both 
these performances stand as world’s records. In the eight 
months after calving division, Jewel has a slight shade on 
her for milk production and a margin of over 4 pounds 
for butter production, but in the total for the entire year, 
we find Beauty Beets leading by 33 lbs. butter and by 
nearly 3400 lbs. milk. In fact, this year’s milk record of 
Beauty Beets Walker Segis, is one of the most sensational 
performances ever placed upon the books. Two weeks ago 
we announced the breaking of the record in the senior two- 
year-old class by O. K. L. Albina, but now we have another 
record of nearly 3000 lbs. in excess of it. If this record 
were increased at maturity in proportion to the increase 
in requirements for full age and heifers of the age of 
Beauty Beets Walker Segis, we would see a year’s per- 
formance of over 37,000 lbs. milk. In 305 days, she fell 
short but 44.8 lbs. from equalling the full year’s record of 
K. P. Manor Kate, which stood until Sept. 30 last as a 
world’s record in this class. For butter production she also . 
displaced K. P. Manor Kate, whose record has stood at the 
top in the year division for a longer time than any other 
champion in this division. In this connection, it is inter- 
esting to note that K. P. Manor Kate is a sister to K. P. 
Lilith Clothilde, dam of the sire of Beauty Beets Walker 
and it is interesting further to note that her sire’s grandam, 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, was the first cow of the 
breed to produce over 1000 lbs. of butter fat in a year, 
while her own dam is now on test and making a very 
creditable showing. 

The photograph of Beauty Beets Walker Segis also 
was taken only a month and a half from the close of her 
record, and it will be noted that she also is finishing her 
year in splendid condition with no evidences of undue 
exertion. She was bred July 10th to Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, the famous show bull and sire of prize 
winners in service at Arden Farms. She is perhaps the 
most attractive individual among the daughters of King 
Segis Pontiac Count. It will be a matter of consuming inter- 
est next April to see how her work at second freshening 
compares with that of Jewel Pontiac Segis, she will, how- 
ever, freshen as a junior four-year-old.

In addition to that—beet pulp, sil. 
age, alfalfa hay, salt and charcoal were 
fed, the rations being given foyr 
times daily. When the cows starteq 
running out, silage was dropped and 
during a part of the time, green corn 
fodder was given them in the yard 
During a part of the year, on account 
of difficulty of securing just the feeg 
desired, the grain ration given above 
was slightly modified, but this parti- 
cular combination was used during the 
bulk of the year. Of this combination 
Jewel Pontiac Segis consumed (daily 
26 pounds of grain, 80 pounds beet 
pulp, 12 pounds sliage and 8 pounds 
alfalfa hay, while Beauty Beets Walk- 
er Segis took a daily ration of 24 
pounds grain, 68 pounds beet pulp, 16 
pounds silage and 8 pounds alfalfa 
hay with salt and charcoal in sufficient 
quantities. The long-time cows at 
Arden Farms have box stalls, while 
they are indoors, but during the sum- 
mer time they run out in the yard, part 
pasture but mostly grown up to scrub 
oak which affords relief from both 
the sun and flies, at the same time giv- 
ing plenty of fresh air and exercise. 
This treatment may be one of the rea- 
sons for the splendid condition in 
which the heifers finished their year’s 
work and for their regularity in breed- 
ing. Mr. Hackney having very little 
difficulty with barrenness among his 
high record yearly producers.

The fourth job is the 
factor about which the career ae pe 
thing to say but much to think. He 
must go to market with a car load of 
steers and be prepared to swallow a 
thousand dollar loss without com- 
plaint. He must watch the indications 
of supply and demand and their ally 
manipulation. If he be very shrewd 
and very watchful he may learn how 
to strike the market for profit. But 
the smaller farmer, the one with a few 
loads of corn, ten or twenty hogs, a 
steer occasionally, a half car of wheat, 
he must jew and haggle and peddle 
and wait and wait and wait till he 
wonders if the farming business js as 
essential to the world’s welfare as the 
government and the agricultural pa. 
pers would have him believe. This is 
the job that the farmer cannot solve, 
the job he must learn to co-operate to 
reach, the job he must compel by vote, 
his state and his government to take 
a hand in. The market problem will 
adjust itself when manipulation is 
stopped. The great job is to stop it, 

The fifth job, the last, not least, is 
the job of rural citizenship, the job of 
making the community a fit place to 
live in for his wife, himself, his child- 
ren. How to keep up enough commun- 
ity interest to overbalance the pictur 
show, the “lure of the city,” the wan- 
derlust. How to do this and still cul 
tivate proper ambitions in chiidren;

Value of Animals Killed;

Number. 


Washington, D. C.—The 
cultural appropriation bill just wae 
by Congress contains an item ex 
to be of great importance in the Fed. 
eral and State campaign to eradi 
tuberculosis among cattle and pre. 
It provides that the Federal wore 
ment shall pay indemnity to owners 
a: ange are slaughtered 

ey have en found i

The Department of Agricult 
pay one-third of the difference hance 
the appraised value of the cattle ang 
the salvage value of the slaughtereg 
animals, provided that the State, coup. 
ty or municipality in which the Cattle 
are owned and kept is cooperating ig 
the tuberculosis work and pays at 
least an equal amount to the owner. 
In no case is the Federal government 
to pay more to the owner than is paid 
by the State, county or municipality, 
No payment by the Federal govern. 
ment is to be more than $25 for any 
grade animal or more than $50 for any 
pure bred animal, and no payment is 
to be made unless the owner has com- 
plied with all quarantine regulations, 

This provision is expected to re 
move much of the opposition among 
cattle owners that has hindered tuber. 
culosis eradication work. Through it 
the Federal government, the State, 
county or municipal governments and 
the owners of cattle will share in the 
loss resulting from slaughtering in- 
fected animals for the protection of 
other animals not infected. 

Accrediting Rules Adopted 

Another important development ex 
pected to hasten tuberculosis eradica- 
tion was the unanimous adoption by 
breeders and live-stock sanitarians of 
national reputation of regulations for 
accrediting pure bred herds of cattle. 
This action, taken last December, 
marked the coordination of efforts of 
individuals and the State and Federal 
governments for the suppression of 
tuberculosis in pure bred animals. 

On July 1, the Department issued its 
first list of herds officially accredited 
as free from tuberculosis. The herds 
numbered on that date approximately 
240. The list also named herds that 
had passed one successful test. They

Annual Loss is Big. 

The annual loss from tuberculosis 
among cattle and hogs is reckoned 
at $40,000,000 in the United States. The 
Federal campaign to eradicate the 
disease is of comparatively recent be- 
ginning. It has been divided into three 
well-defined projects. The first project 
is the eradication of tuberculosis from 
individual herds of pure bred cattle; 
the second is the eradication of cattle 
tuberculosis from circumscribed areas; 
the third is the eradication of tuber- 
culosis among swine. 

It is estimated by officials in close 
touch with available records that 15 
per cent of pure bred cattle in this 
country are affected with tuberculosis. 
In grade cattle and swine the percen- 
tage of infection is gradually increas- 
ing, as shown by post mortem records 
in establishments where meat inspec- 
tion is maintained. Infected animals 
are not only dangerous to other ani- 
mals but may transmit the disease to 
mankind through milk and flesh.—U.
